The selling of the Tate building 
here this week to C, C. Baxter oi 
Dublin places attention on a man 
who has successfully engaged in 
business here for more than forty 
years. 
In 1806 John Tate was running 
a gin in the Dingier community, 
but he had ambitions to move to 
Comanche and enter the mercan­ 
tile business. He did so that Fall 
and former a partnership with h is; 
brother, the late George W. Tate. 
Just before he entered business 
here, several buildings on the lot 
where the building they sold this 
week now stands, were destroyed 
by fire. Among these were the 
Pioneer Exponent office, a saloon, 
a blacksmith shop and a general 
store. Mr. Tate and his brother 
bought ths lots from which the 
buildings had been burned, from 
L. B. Russell and erected the pre­ 
sent building. The brothers first 
engaged in the grocery business, 
but later added dry goods and at 
one time carried a $50,000 stock 
and employed nearly a score of 
clerks. The business prospered and 
unlike many of the early mer­ 
chants. the Tate Brothers never 
lost their money. In 1919, the 
stock was divided, John Tate tak­ 
ing the groceries and hardware, 
and George W, Tate, the dry 
goods.
